A network of canals with a 
system of narrow locks .and 
tunnels to manage the eleva 
tions linked people, goods and 
markets. Only seven feet wide 
in some places, these water- 
ways still wind through 
hedgerows and pastures in a 
gentle countryside. * ^ 

Nearly as much a part of the 
land as they were the water, 
the boats that plied these 
canal were sturdy and stable. 
Shallow-drafted and construct- 
ed of heavy planks, they could 
withstand frequent encounters 
with rocks, lock walls and shal- 
lows. They were built to last. 

Families lived aboárd the 
canal boats and worked year 
around making the trips be- 
tween mill and market, mar- 
ket and mill. : 

Life on the canals was diffi- 
cult, but the canaller had a 
freedom akin tó that of the 
wandering gypsy. Canal wives 
decorated their craft with a 
touch of lace at the door and

That's the advice from Miri- 
am E. Nelson, Ph.D., who 
4 wrote the book on the topic, a 
follow up to “Strong Women 

Stay Young.” 

Ms. Nelson's books promote 
both aerobic and. strength 
training for women. 

Many women are “yo-yd” 
dieters, she writes. They lose 
weight and gain & back over 
and over. They'll lose the 
same 10 or 15 pounds over 

y ana over, 

* The trick . to "losing the 
excess poundage and keeping 
it off is to get into a regular 
exercise routine. 

; According to the book, Tufts 
University research compared 
women who followed identical 
diet plans. One group also 

(participated in a strength- 
training plan. The women in 
the strength-training plan 
lost 44 percent more weight 
than the group that tried to 
lose weight through dieting 
alone. 


When women go on low- 
calorie diets, they often lose 
muscle and bone instead- of 
fat, Ms. Nelson states. A low- 
calorie or "starvation" diet 
causes the metabolism to go 
into "famine" mode. This 
makes it very difficult to lose 
weight. and even harder to 
actually lose fat. 

When women diet, at least 
25 to 30 percent of the weight 
they lose is water, muscle, 
bone and other lean tissue, 
according to her studies. This 
is true no matter how.much 
protein and calcium their food 
plan includes. And the faster 
they lose-the weight, the larg- 
er proportion that isn’t fat, 
she states. 

Women who consume a bal- 
anced, healthy diet and exer- 
cise build muscle. This causes 
the body to burn fat in order 
to-build muscle. 

Since it takes more calories 
to maintain muscle than it 
does to maintain fat, if you 


build muscle you can aléo eat 
more food without gaining 
«Weight. Gaining muscle can 
also mean that while'the scale 


may not indicate any total . 


weight loss, you "slim down" 
physically. Muscle is more 
compact and heavier than fat. 
Women on strength training 
programs report losing dress 
sizes rather than pounds. 

A University of Michigan 
study showed women could 
preserve muscle while losing 
weight if they participate in a 
strength training program. 

Strength training helps 
lower cholesterol levels and 
blood pressure, the study 
showed. 

It also helps combat. osteo- 
porosis. 

Ms. Nelson offers five sim- 
ple rules to minimize hunger 
and maximize energy: 

* Eat at least three meals a 
day. 

* Include at least three food 
gróups at every meal.

* Go for a rainbow of fruits 
and vegetables. 

* Select whole grains. 

+- Drink plenty of fluids. 

* She also advises dieters to 
consult “the hunger checklist” 
before reaching for food. Ask 
yourself: 

* When did I last eat? If 
your last meal was less than 
three hours ago, you probably 
don't need to eat again: Also, 
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Strong Women Stay Slim 


“rememhber it takes your body 
at least 20 minutes to “regis- 
ter” a meal. If you've just 
eaten, allow yourself enough 
time to feel full. 

* Have I had enough: to 
drink? Sometimes what feels 
like hunger is really thirst. 

* Am I tired? If you- are 
fatigued, you may be looking 
for a quick pick-me-up. Try a 
nap instead of a snack. 

«Am I under stress? When 
you're anxious or upset, eat- 
ing can be a form of comfort 
and, self-sedation. Instead try 
a walk or some other form of 
exercise to cope. 

Ms. Nelson advises easing 
into an exercise program. 
Start|slowly and over time 
work-up to a good routine. She 
also advises checking with 
your doctor before starting 
any diet or exercise program. 
This is especially important if 
you have health problems or 
are on any medication. 

- What kind of. exercises 


should you be doing? Ms. Nel- 
son proposes exercises that 
Build strength. Her book 
includes illustrations and tips 
on doing the exercises correct- 
ly. 

While you can use home 
exercise equipment or go to a 
gym, the book also details an 
inexpensive strength training 
you can do at home with some 
dumbbells and a chair. 

She suggests buying pairs of 
dumbbells in three pound, 
five pound, six pound and 16 
pound weights. If you need to 
start with 1 pound weights 
you can save money by check- 
ing the pantry instead. A one- 
pound can of vegetables can 
do the job. 

Ms. Nelson also encourages 
readers to develop an exercise 
habit including-some form of 
aerobic exercise. Exercises 
suggested include walking, 
cycling, rowing, stair climbing 
and swimming. 


ER Chronicles: “You have an infection in your throat”

Tina noticed the sore muscles 
yesterday. By this morning, it felt 
Jlike someone had used a steel-wool 
pad in her throat. A knife stuck her 
every time she tried to swallow. She 
felt really cold, absolutely miser- 
able. 
*Mom, my throat hurts, like real- 


ly bad” she whispered. 

"Ooh! You feel hot!” Tina's mother 
had just arrived home from work. It 
was Friday evening, and the 
thought of having a sick teenager at 
home for the weekend was dis- 
heartening. it had been a long week 
at the office. 

“Tina, lets check your tempera- 
ture.” 

The ER Triage nurse took a look 
in Tina's throat. 

“It does lodk pretty sore! And you 
have a fever. Looks like jt$..101 
degrees.” 

“We just couldn't wait over the 
weekend.” Tina's mother glanced 
around the waiting room, and felt 
somewhat out of place in the busy 
ER. “I thought it would be better to 
get it checked tonight, rather than 
to wait until her doctor is in the 
office on Mofday.” 

. The ER nurse was understand- 


ing. 
“I know. And well try to get Tina 


taken care of as soon as we can. It's 
pretty busy Friday night, so you 
may have to wait a little while. 
‘They've had a couple ambulances 
arrive just a few minutes ago. Tl 
get you a dose of Tylenol for the 
fever while you wait. 

“Hi, I'm Dr. Cortez.” Emergency 
into Tina's small cubicle.

“Tina, you have an infection in 
your throat. I've taken a specimen 
with a little-swab to do a test for 
a half an hour, then Til be back.” 

Cortez hustled toward the nurs- 
ing desk, and handed the specimen 
toa nurse. © 

“Have them order a Strep screen 
for me. Thanks.” 

She grabbed the next chart from 
the stack and headed toward a man 
with a swollen leg. 

Tina and her mother waited 
patiently. They heard screams from 
a baby down the hall. They over- 
heard cursing from a man with 
slurred speech. The woman on the 


other side of their curtain was com- 
plaining to someone about how long 
she had been waiting. Aman with a 
bloody. towel wrapped around his 


— head was led past their roont. 


/ Tina, eyes closed, was leaning 
against her mother’s shoulder 
when Cortez threw back the cur- 
tain. She looked up. 

“Tina, the test did show that you 
have an infection with the Strepto- 
coccus bacteria. This can be a seri- 
ous infection if its not treated 
promptly, so I'm going to give you a 
prescription for an antibiotic to take 
care of this. Make sure you take all 
10 days of the medicine.”

If not treated promptly and 
appropriately, such infections can 
lead to serious complications. These 
include abscesses in the throat and 
neck that may require surgery, and 
rheumatic fever, a disease that can 
-affect the joints, heart, nervous sys- 
tem, and skin. It has been shown . 
that appropriate treatment of 9 
Strep throat infection, if begun 
within a few days of the onset. of 
infection, can prevent rheumatic 
fever.

native species. Rapid popula- 
tion increase, development, 
and urban sprawl along the 
state's coastal areas have simi- 
larly stressed the built environ- 
ment. 

Agricultural areas in the in- 
terior face related problems 
stemming from growth and ur- 
ban sprawl. ‘ 

Indicators of stress in the 
built environment include: 16 
percent reduction in agricultur- 
al lands; high numbers of sites 
contaminated by hazardous 
materials; greater unemploy-
